Elsewhere in this issue 
we hove more fully summarized those events 
which were in the headlines throughout the year, 
but here, we have mentioned only Ihose of our 

own choice. 

And now a word about the Era and Express 
which recorded this news for you throughout 
Ihe year. Nineteen hundred and forty-six saw 
additions to the staff which enabled us to put 
out larger issues of your paper. Instead of an 
eight-page issue, readers became accustomed to 
ten and 12-page popers each week. We published 
two 24 -page issues, one in June. The Salute to 
Agriculture" issue, and one lost week. We had 
16-page papers, and the issue put out by the 
high school students in November had 18 pages. 

The staff of the Era and Express is proud of 
these accomplishments even though they meant 
thai everyone had to put -in a large amount of 
overtime in the endeavor to publish a paper 
that ihe subscribers could also be proud of. But 
what has been accomplished this year is only a 
beginning. It is the wish of each member of 
the Era and Express staff to exceed all accom- 
plishments of 1946 in his effort to serve you 
better in 1947.

In tlic retirement of Dr. J. H. Wesley as medi- 
cal officer of health, Newmarket Ior,c3 the cer- 
vices of a public servant whose sincere interest 
in public welfare bus been a highlight of his 
career. Dr. Wesley retires with honor from a 
position which he Han used to improve the 
standards of public health here above average. 

To Dr. Wesley must go much of the credit for 
the introduction of toxoid clinics. As Dr. L. W. 
Doles, his successor, said, "A whole generation 
of children of this town ore some day going to 
bo very grateful to Dr. Wesley for his pioneering 
efforts with .regard to toxoid and systematic 

administration." 

Dr. Wesley played a leading part in the passage 
of the pasteurization by-lav/, the provision of a 
public health nurse, the construction* of a reser- 
voir. More important, perhaps, than these, Dr. 
Wesley, through his articles in the Era ond Kx- 
prcss, his letters to the editor, his insistence on 
the importance of public health, brought to the 
mind of the citizens a new ' realization of the 
value of public health services.

percent of production (it was 70 
percent before the war) due to 
export controls. But as soon as 
these < have been removed, .the 
company expects trade volume Jo 
exceed pre-war records. 

The all-important rav; material 
— New Zealand and baby calf- 
skin— is posing a problem at the 
moment, because the British gov- 
ernment has taken over a con- 
siderable proportion 'of calfskin 
available for export. The result 
has been, a sharply reduced 
supply of skins for the Canadian 
firm. 

"Tho pre-emptive buying pol- 
icy of the United Kingdom gov- 
ernment has affected our sup- 
ply," a company official told The 
Post, *1>ut Ihe Canadian govern? 
rnent is making representations 
to remedy what we feel Is an 
unfair practice and we loox for 
\n early improvement in the 
situation. We are in a position 
to meet any competitive price on 
New Zealand calf."

Concerning invasion of their 
markets by materials such os 
plastics, snakeskin, alligator, etc., 
the offiofal said, "We don't antici- 
pate any important encroachment 
in our leather bag or specialty 
men's shoe markets." 

With termination of interna- 
tional control of hides anrl skins 
in June of this' year prices of 
both skins and leather have in- 
creased accordingly. The comp- 
any official acknowledges in- 
creased profitability of export 
sales in comparison with domes- 
tic as a result. 

Sales in the domestic market 
are still covered by WPTB quotas 
which are aimed at securing an 
adequate supply at home and pre- 
venting low-cost Canadian hides 
from being sold os leather in 
high-price export markets. 

There is no Canadian duty on 
imports of New Zealand calfskins. 
In exporting leathers lo the 
tjniled Stales, however, a duly is 
payable there of 15-20 percent 
depending on the classification. 

The United Kingdom, which is 
the largest single market, levies 
no duty, on calf leather but im- 
parls have been restricted by a 
quota during and since the war.

(Port Erie Times ■ Keview) 
In the territory which it serves, the Hydro- 
Kleclrie Power Commission of Ontario is inform- 
ing the public, by means of advertising in the 
press, that a critical power shortage now exists 
in southern Ontario. These announcements urge 
the public to reduce the consumption of elec- 
tricity as far as possible between the hours of 8 

a.m. and 8 p.m. 

The cause of this' emergency Is explained by 
the commission in the following words, which 
are a direct quotation from one of tire advertise- 

menls: 

The electric power shortage is a general con- 
dition following six years of war and arising from 
the fact that ft was impossible to proceed with 
the development of sufficient new power sites 
during the war because of the requirements for 
war production. Since the war, the critical short- 
age of men and materials has seriously delayed 
the development of new sources of power. 

Ontario's hydrq-eleetric system is very fre- 
quently, and no doubt correctly, cited as nn out- 
standing example of a successful and efficient 
publicly-owned utility. But it is not the only 
enterprise of its kind that has had to cope with 
the problems created by six years of war. Resi- 
dents of Fort Erie get their electricity require- 
ments from a power company which is owned by 
private capital. But, at least up till now, that 
company has not. found it necessary to urge its' 
customers to curtail their consumption of elec- 
trical energy. 

Of course,' conditions affecting these two sys- 
tems, the one publicly owned end the other 
privately owned, are^not parallel in all respects. 
. But the present instance does suggest that public 
ownership is not necessarily, or invariably a 
paragon of foresight and competence vis-a-vis 
private ownership. • 



It is the privilege of parents 
and teachers to keep pushing 
educative experiences toward the 
child.

Some radio programs, comic 
books and movies teach that 
crudeness, vulgarity, and per- 
sonal insults are funny. These 
are powerful and bad influences 
on children that . parents and 
teachers must . combat in their 
struggle to teach good manners. 
Bad manners is one handicap we 
can help our children overcome 
if wc simply take the time to 
make better companions of them 
and continue to have faith in 
them. 

If our children haven't learned 
to conduct themselves properly 
without adult supervision, it is

However that is plenty to start 
with — and I assure you I was 
Impressed t 

Unless you take a tour of in- 
spection like that you really 
have no conception of what & 
takintf place here in our midst, 
literally right under our very 
noses. Firnt we passed Odd- 
fellows' Hall jvhere Max Boag 
lias converted the space above 
the dance hall into apartments, 
and the old grammar school- to 
the west of it also into apart- 
ments.' I am invited to drop In 
some day and inspect them from 
the Inside — I can only speak-now 

from the outside appearance 
and I think it is Wonderful, 

Then at Uie top of Main St 
hill, the old building, where the 
town's business was formerly 
done, has had ilft face lifted — 
and the Veterans have converted 
it into a club room. I'm also in- 
vited to have a look at the in- 
terior there sometime. I can see 
I'll be writing on this subject 
again — maybe I'll get more in- 
vitations to have a look inside! 

V/e went out to Andrew St., 
parallel with the old' Metropoli- 
tan track — you won't believe 
how much building has been go- 
ing on there unless you see for 
yourself. When the bulldozer 
gets huay, chewing up the hill 
between Andrew St. and Eagle. 
that section of the town certainly 
will jump ahead — and the earth 
taken out, I hear, is going into 
Widdlfield Park.

Then we drove/over to see the 
Soldiers' Settlement houses, 
north of Connaught Gardens ana 
cast of Queen SL and we came 
out the new road onto Davis 
Drive.

From there v/e went to sec the 
new Hoffman factory building. 
V/as I ever astonished— -and you 
will be, too — when you take a 
little walk along Queen St. E.

Take it from Mrs. Charles 
Hunt, turkey raising is not all 
gravy. "It's a tricky business," 
she says. "It is nowhere near as 
easy as . ft sounds." Mrs. Hunt 
has a large turkey ranch on the 
third concession of East GwjUllnV 
bury, 

.Mrs/ Hunt can speak with 
authority on the subject. She is 
one of the leading turkey raisers 
in the district at the present time. 
This year BOme 600 of her birds 
will grace the tables of her cus- 
tomers, about 8,000 pounds ua all. 
According to Mrs. Hunt, she star- 
ted last spring with 25 turkey 
hens and three toms. "I sent 840 
eggs away to be custom hatched 
at five cents each. From them I 
got €00 poults which would C03t 
75 cents to $1 each at one day 
old. The eggs, laid from about 
the middle of March on take 
about four Weeks to hatch," she 
said. 

The poults are kept on one -half 
inch wire mesh about three feet 
off the ground for tho first 12 
to 10 weeks. After .this period 
they ore "put out on range" or 
allowed to run loose within an 
enclosure, and they grow rapidly 
-—much more quickly than chick- 
ens, Mrs. Hunt f>aid. ; 

"The secret is to* keep them 
healthy and thriving," said Mrs. 
Hunt. "Sanitation, feed and 
weather conditions arc the three 

important things to watch. 

"Turkeys are very susceptible 
to diseases, and a loss of at least 
five percent of them is expected. 
They are especially susceptible 
to blackhead, and ft is quite 
contagious. You . could "lose 50 
percent of your flock from it 
in a week. 

"Feather pulling fs a bad habit 
of turkeys," she continued. "The 
taste of the bird is not affected 
but the skin becomes a bluish 
color where the feathers have 
been pulled and that reduces the 
bird from a grade one turkey to 
a grade two turkey. The habit 
generally results from too close 
confinement Pig rings placed 
in the mouth of the poults will 
help eliminate the habit." 

Turkeys are cannibalistic and 
will gang up on and kill any 
sick member of the flock, Mrs. 
Hunt says. "The most dangerous 
period in their development and 
that in which the most losses 
occur is in the period of transi- 
tion from the wire to the range." 

Mrs. Hunt has been raising 
turkeys for from ten to 12 years 
but has only gone into the busin- 



es3 ECTlou3"y for tho pa3t six 

years. She looks after the turk* 

cys by herself most of tho year 

but between Thanksgiving and 

Christmas her husband carries 

the required two barrels of water 

doily and the great quantities of 

feed to the turkeys via tractor. 

Mrs. Hunt raises her turkeys 

mainly on commercial feed but 

she does use a little of her own 
grain when the birds ore out on 
range,- The covered feed and 
drink troughs are moved daily 
while the bleacher-like buildings 
themselves aro moved once a 
week by tractor. Increased san- 
itation is the reason for the con- 
tinual moving program. ' . * 

Poults are fed twice a day until 
Thanksgiving, after which time 

they are fed three times a day 

to fatten them. According to 

Mrs. Hunt, a one-day-old poult 

weighs about three ounces. 

When they are killed the birds 

weigh as much as 30 pounds. 



"I don't take them to. market," 
said Mrs. Hunt, "butchers and 
private customers come after 
them. My problem has been to 
try to have enough for everyone. 
In the past four years that has 
been impossible. ,One butcher 
In Toronto wanted all 500 birds 
this year." 

When it is- time to kill and 

pluck the birds, Mrs. Hunt's 
neighbors come to the rescue. 
Anywhere from six to a dozen 
come in to help* her daily. It 
takes eight hours for' six pickers 
to pick 100 birds. A neighbor 
does most of the killing for her. 
too. . ■• ' 

This year Mrs. Hunt expects to 
keep about 40 hens and four 
gobblers as a start for next year. 
"The orders are getting bigger 
all the time," she said, "people 
order from one Christmas, to the 
next. I like to have most of my 
orders by the end of July so that 
I know where I stand." 

Mrs. Hunt's turkeys go as far 
as Lindsay, Woodbrrdge and 
Toronto to be sold on the retail 
market.

Everymimber on the program 
1 eceivctProunds of applause, and 
the audience left the auditorium 
feeling well satisfied with the 
entertainment. During the eve- 
ning Dr. G. T. Burt-Gerrans 
made a speech in which he told 
the history of tho pulling down 
of tho old worn out shed which 
had long been an eyesore at the 
rear of the church, and of the 
splendid new building built 
in its stead. This idea first 
originated in tho mind of the 
Sunday-s e h o 1 superintendent, 
the late Mr. Ambrose Archibald, 

who had long hoped and dream- 
ed that some day this very thing 
might come to pass. V/e feel that 
this building, eroded by the men 
of Pottageville, is a fitting and 
lasting memorial, to the work 
arid memory of this well beloved 
man, whose greatest ambition 
during the years he lived in the 
village was to see his Sunday- 
school prosper and expand. 
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"This building was erected in 
1828 as a place of worship for 
the society known as the Children 
of Peace, founded by David Wil- 
son <born 1??$, died 186G). The 
property was purchased Xor per- 
petual use as a public park and 
the building repaired and refit- 
ted to serve as a cotinty historic 
house and museum in 1018 by the 
York Pioneer and Historical Soc- 
iety under the presidency of 
Jomes L. Hughes Ks^uire L.L.D., 
to whose unflagging zeal anoj 
persevering efforts the accom- 
plishments of this enterprise are 

niafnly due. The building was 
reopened and dedicated to its 
taw ccrvlce on' Saturday, Sept. 7, 

1918." 

: A plaque bearing this inscrip- 
tion is one of the many interest- 
ing and historical relics now 
housed wiiere the Children of 
Peace used to meet 15 times a 
year to offer money, prayer and 
gifts and which' is now referred 
to as Sharon temple. David 
V/lllson first came to this taction 
of the country in 1802, when he 
obtained a grant of land under 
the f:eal of King* George 11,1, A 

pioneer teacher, educator and 
architect, YMUon; along with his 
wife, Joined the Quakers, but he 
btcarne dissatisfied because of 

the lack of music in the Quaker 
cervices. In 1812 he quit the 
society and with a few others 
having similar ideas he formed 
the Davldltes or Children of 
Peace, 

His firat church, built in 1019, 
coon- became -too' small and in 
1025 the temple-' thai' still standi; 
in Sharon Was begun. Besides 
the kit Saturday in each month, 
the temple was open on Christ- 
mas Day and on the first Friday 
in September. On' the latter 
date the candlelight service was 
held. This consisted of the light- 
ing of 1 1G candles followed by a 
feast, known as the "feast of the 
first fruits". There was also a 
feast on the first Friday of June 
in honor of Mr. Willson's birth- 
day. This was later known as 
the Passover. 

Externally, the temple re- 
sembles a three-tier wedding 
cake 5 . It is built on the square 
plan with an entrance and the 
same number of windows on 
each* side. There are no parti- 
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of beautiful, inlaid walnut, con- 
structed- entirely without the use 
of nails. Within' the altar, the 
Bible was kept on a crimson 
cloth. The cloth still remains, al- 
though the Bible has been re- 
Moved. The altar has windows 
on each side and has* a peculiar- 
ly shaped roof. It took exactly 
a year' to construct. It bears 
another' plaque with the inscrip- 
tion: "This altar, which did not 

contain one' iron nail, v/as' built 
by Jo)/n Doan of Sharon during 
the time the temple v/as being 
built. 1825-1831. It required 
305 days to complete, it" The

He said 
that the pipe organ, built about 
1812 by. Bio hard Coatc-s, v/as 
believed* to be the first built in 
Upper Canada. The second stove 
to be built by Guerney of Ham- 
ilton is there, as well as a tele- 
scope made and used by Sfr 
William Mulock to locate fish 
on the bottom of the lake.

On Fridoy evenrng, Dec. 20, 
members of the Newmarket 
branch of .the Canadian Legion 
and their wives gathered in tho 
clubrooms for the first Christmas 
dance of the Legion here.

For many veterans, the event 
was all the more enjoyable be- 
cause it was their first Christmas 
in home surroundings for several 
years. Inevitably, memories of 
wartime -'Chris tmeses spent in 
strange surroundfnriy, aboard 
naval craft, at military camps and 
nlr force stations, came flooding 
back. There were those who re- 
membered Christmas on the 
battlefield when the day was 
marked by only n pause in the 
fighting for the consumption of 
special rat Tons— canned turkey, 
canned plum pudding and canned 
elgarcts. Always there' was that 
sense of .unreality because of 
separation from loved ones. 

It Is little wonder that the 
veterans revelled in the sound of 
friendly Canadian voices around 
them, the fragrant odor of spruce 
boughs and the taste of food 
aplenty.
